THEATRIC REMINISCENCES. 


SOME ACCOUNT OF SACRAMENTO THEA­ 
TERS—THE “ OLD” METROPOLITAN. 


The Early Temples of the Drama H e re- 
Some of the Actors and Managers 
Who Have Bad Their Day. 


[f ir s t six t e e n y ea rs ] 
The history of theaters in Sacramento 
would make many and long chapters were all 
tho data of interest to be given. 
In the pres 
ent sketch, therefore, only the outlines can 
be presented. The occasion that calls for this 
is found in the change now taking place in 


THE OLD VETROPOLITAN THEATER. 
It is dismantled by its present proprietor, 
and is being rebuilt. Abont all theaters there 
dwells an interest that makes nearly all rem­ 
iniscences concerning them attractive. The 
theatrical circle is a world within itself. 
About it, and the people who live within it, 
there always has been a peculiar interest, 
A mystical line separates them from the rest 
of the world, and all mankind look upon the 
stage with a degree of interest that is difficult 
of definition. Neither time nor space suffice 
to enter into this subject as it deserves, but 
present effort must be directed to presenta­ 
tion of some facts concerning the theaters of 
Sacramento, and especially the Metropolitan, 
which is the only remaining representative of 
all the “ stages” upon which players have 
strutted their brief hour in this city. 


THE FIRST THEATER 
Proper opened upon the Pacific coast was the 
Eagle Theater cf Sacrament*), October 18, 
1840, on Front street, under the proprietor­ 
ship of L. Hubbard k Co. It was of wood, 
iron and canvas, 30 by 65 feet, and cost $80,­ 
000. The stage, built of packing boxes, was 
16 feet in depth. Tha parquet had mother 
earth only for a floor. 
At the opening, box 
tickets were $5 and the pit admission $3. 
Mr. Atwater was the leading man and H. F. 
Daly, who made his first appearance at that 
time, subsequently became very^rominent in 
the profession. 
The flood of January, 1850, 
closed the tffeater and the company departed. 
The last owner of the “ Eagle” was Judge 
Hasting, who bought it in at Sheriff’s sale 
for $4,500. Early in 1850 Mr. Atwater re­ 
turned and supervised the building of the 
Tehama Theater, on Second street, between 
I aod J. Mrs. Wingard, better known as 
Mr3. J. Hudson Kirby, was its first manager. 
She closed it July 13, 1830, but with James 
Stark, a popular actor, reopened it March 
19, 1851, and in a few months the two mar­ 
ried. 
August 13, 1851, the Tehama was 
burned by incendiarism. 
Petit & Queen 
built the Pacific Theater on M street, near 
Front. 
It was the largest of the early thea­ 
ters and seated 1,000 people, and had a stage 
36 feet deep. 
It was opened under the man­ 
agement of the original 


CHARLES R. THORNE, 
July 18, 1851. J. B. Booth, Jr., was one of 
the members cf Thorne’s company. 
Inci­ 
dentally it may be mentioned that Rowe’s 
Olympic Circus played in a building known 
as the Pacific Theater, May, 1849, and that 
in October of the next year it occupied a 
building on Front street, between 1C and L, 
erected by Samuel Brannan. September, 
1851, l)r. Voluey Spalding built the Ameri­ 
can Theater, on J street, aud it was opened 
September 9.h with J. I>. Booth, .Jr., as 
manager, 
la that romoany w ere such actors 
as F. S. Chanfrau, Thorne and wife aud thsir 
daughter, thereafter known as Emily Jordan, 
and one of the handsomest women ever on 
the coast; Lewis Mestayer, of an old theat­ 
rical family, was also of the troupe, and I). 
C. Anderson, a great California favorite. 
The original or 
SENIOR BOOTH 
Appeared at this house in the “ Iron Chest,” 
and was supported by his son Edwin. The 
building was burned in the great fire of 1852 
The »SuCrarr.ento Theater was opeue 1 in 
March, 1853. 
It was located on the west 
side of Third street, between I ard J, and 
still stands, being now used a* a wagon store­ 
house. 
At this house, in 1853»and 1854, ap- 
l>eared tuch as Ole Bull, M. Strakoscn, 
Madam Anna Bishop, Matilda Heron, the 
Robinson family aud Barney Williams and 
wife. 
It was reopeued August 4, 1855, by a 
company in which were Mrs. Thoman, Mrs. 
Judab, Edwin Booth and W alter Leman. 
The same year appeared Mrs. Sinclair (sub­ 
sequently Mrs. Edwin Forrest), Mr. Mc- 
Closky, George Chapman and wife, Henry 
Sedley and * Edwin Booth. 
It was at this 
time, and in this place, that 


EDWIN BOOTH 
Made his first great success, winning his 
laurels in the play of 11 Marble Heart.” It 
was here, too. th:.t he first essayed “ Hamlet.” 
This theater fell into diauso about 1860. The 
Forrest Theater was built on the site of the 
American, on J, between Second and Third, 
by Jamfs Cook & Co., San Francisco. It 
was 60 160 feet, of brick, and the first fine 
theater, and tha finest Sacramento has ever 
had. It was opened October.8, 1855. by C. 
A. King and George Ryer, with McKean 
Buchanan 
as 
the 
star, 
and, 
by-the- 
wuy, 
this 
was 
abcut 
the 
beginning 
of the “ star” system, which has since worked 
such disastrous results to dramatic art. The 
Forrest Was burned September 26, 1861, by 
incendiarism. 
The next theater 
proper 
(passing some 
small 
establishments that 
ranked only as melodeons and concert hallr) 
was the National, now known as the Metro­ 
politan. 
It is located on K street, between 
Fourth and Fifth, and w**s built in the spring 
of 1856 by Lee k Marshall aa amphithea 
ter for their circus, which they had main­ 
tained for four years previously. The lot, 
as originally taken by Lie k Marshall, was 
the rear part of the ground on which the 
Metropolitan now stand*, and was 80 by 80 
feet, the front section of stores being built 
subsequent to the erection of the amphithea­ 
ter. The establishment cost about $50,000. 
It was so built that it answered the purposes 
of Doth 
THE THEATER AND THE CIRCUS, 
The ring occupied the place of the present 
stage, the periphery of the circle reaching a 
pointfabcut where the orchestra rail now 
stands. 
Ua either side the scenery was ar­ 
ranged to draw back, so as to be concealed 
by the proscenium boxes, while the flies and 
drop-curtain were taken well aloft. A t the 
conclusion of tho circus performance, the 
fitage, which was built in Becti»ns, could be 
placed in position over tha ring in eight min 
utes, the scenery run on in its grooves, the 
curtain lowered and the hou-.e thus trans­ 
formed into a theater. The builders and fitters 
of the structure were Tuthill k McCorniclf. 
The opening night was Monday, Augubt 11th, 
when Lee k Marshall had an immense audi­ 
ence and presented a programme in which

No distinct record appear* 
as to how long 
I.F.E AND MARSHALL 
Continued to use the building for a circus, 
but it was not to exceed two weeks, for the 
same month they appeared in the Metropol­ 
itan Theater, San Francisco. On the 23i of

On the 
221 of September the National was opened as 
a regular theater, having undergone material 
changes. James Dowling & Co. were lessees. 
James Dowling, whom all old Californian* 
will remember, was stage manager, and the 
company embraced these then, and for many 
years after, popular favorites : A. R Phelps 
and J. H. Warwick, first gentlemen; Wm. 
Barry, first low comedian; Mrs. Woodward, 
leading lady ; Mis* .Sophie Edwin, second 
leading ladv : Mrs. C laugh ley, Mrs. Evrard, 
Miss E. Edwin, Messrs. L. F. Rand. J. 
Evrard, W. G. Taylor, Mona. Schmidt, Mile. 
Therese, and others. The play was “ The 
Three Gnardsnr.en.” 
ON THAT OCCASION 
Mrs. Woodward read an address written by 
William Pausarían, a Sacramento journalist. 
One of the stanzas of the sixty-one lines ran 
thus : 
“ Tiiis ample stage, these stately walls ornate, 
To-night unto the Muse we dedicate ; 
Your flattering smiles have thus f*r g h en cause 
For hof»e in future of deserved applause ; 
And ours shall tie the constant aitn to please, 
W hen smiled upon by face* fair as these.” 
The stage at this opening was made per­ 
manent, and was 47 by 57 feet in siz?—the 
largest then in the State. The seating ca­ 
pacity of the house, packed, was 1 200. 
The 
Union pronounced the opening “ to be an 
era, and a bright cne, too, in the history of 
th? drama in California.” 
It ñ not possible, in any reasonable space, 
to follow the history of the National in de­ 
tail through all the years I hat have followed, 
but we may make note of some of the lead­ 
ing people and events connected with it. 
The company named continued at the theater 
under Dowling uotil November 25th, running 
as opposition to the Forrest and the .Sacra­ 
ment/) Theaters, with Thomas Maguire man­ 
aging tho Forrest and E. S. Conner the Sac­ 
ramento.

Of the National there appeared, beside those 
named, Fanny Fianks, Mile. Therese, Geo. 
Ryer, Mary Provost and Mr, Dumfries. No­ 


vember25th Dowling gave up the house, the 
opposition at the Forrest proving too strong, 
as it played Julia Dean Hayne, J. B Booth, 
Billy Bird), Geo. Coes and Charley Backus, 
Mrs. Judah and Mrs. H u n t; and the old 
Sacramento presented Sue Robinson, J. T. 
Collins, F. B. Glover, E. S. Conner and wife, 
and others. The plays at the National were 
of this character : “ Oliver Twist,” “ Three 
Guardsmen,” “ Ben Bolt,” “ Cobbler of Bag­ 
dad,” “ Black-Eyed Susan,” “ Lucrezia Bor- 
Ria,” "Delicata Ground,” " Flyiop Dutch­

company succeeded Dowling, and the man­ 
agement was in many hands, with varying 
successes.

A NEW EBA 
In the history of the house, passing the en­ 
gagements in" Sacramento of snch notables as 
James Stark and wife, J. W. Wall.ck and 
wife, the Gougenheim Sisters, Mr. and Mrs. 
Baker, W. M. Fleming, John Drew, Birch, 
Wells, Coes & Backus, 
Rattler, Hussey 
& Zorer, aud othere, and the management 
at various houses such aa John Wilson and 
Mrs. Wood. 
March 14, 1859, the National, 
having passed into the hands of T. & J. 
Hutchins, and having been remodeled and 
refitted, a banquet was served on tho stage, 
and William Bausman christened the house

The improvements consisted in the building 
of

On the 15th the house opened under the pro­ 
prietorship of Thomas Maguire, Lewis Baker, 
manager, and Emma and Ada Webb, called 
the Southern Fairy Sisters, in the drama, 
“ Wandering Boys.” The_ largest audience 
then assembled ever seen in the city to that 
date. The honse was pronounced the finest 
theater in the State. 
During 1859 Thomas Maguire waj lessee, 
and played Avonia Jones, the Mandeville 
sisters, James Anderson, Stark aud wife, 
Lewis Baker and wife, Fanny Sforant,

By the Sutter Rifles was held in the theater, 
to which Governor Weller gave his counte­ 
nance and aid. Lewis Baker, early in 1860, 
took the Forrest Theater, with Hackett, 
Sophie Edwin and others, and forced Maguire 
to the wail for a time, but he soou rallied, 
with Anderson the wizard, and the Eoglish 
Opera troupe. Baker then moved to the 
Sacramento Theater, and played the " Corsi­ 
can Brothers.” with old Dave Anderson, Wm. 
Barry, the Mandevilles, Mrs. Thoman. Sirs. 
Baker, Georgh Ryer and others, and Maguire 
replied, with Mrs. W. C. Forbes and J. H. 
Warwick in the “Hunchback” and "Hamlet,” 
supplemented by Lain Sweet, a then popular 
Boubrette, and followed up with Billy Birch’s 
and Joe Murphy’s minstrelB, Mariau Lee aod

And few stood successfully before him. The 
theater was closed for several months during 
the year but was reopenod in July by R. G. 
Marsh with hia "Juvenile Troupe,” and next 
by Lyster with the English Opera Troupe. 
Iu August Maguire aeain took it for CharleB 
Wheatleigh, H. A. Perry, Mrs. Woodward, 
Harriet Gordon, J. B. Booth, Sophie Edwin 
and W. M. Leman and others to play the 
“ Octoroon,” then in the hight of its popu­ 
larity. James Dowling was stage manager 
and Wm. Stevenson treasurer. It was fol­ 
lowed by “ Jennie Deans,” “ The Wife’s 
Secret,” "Colleen Bawn,” and like plays. 
In September Stark k Ryer reopened ti e 
Forrest Theater with Jean Davenport in

fever at this period absorbing all the people's 
spare change, and the theaters being the 
scenes of the drawings.

Woodward took the Metropolitan with W.

Metropolitan was opened by C. R. Thorne 
and W. B. Hamilton, who presented Charles 
Dillon in " Hamlet,” but the season was not 
long.

and “ Othello” to “ The Marble 
Heart,”

terest." Buchanan’s management cuntinued 
over one year, with brief la]>ses, in which he

Setchell and Emily Jordan to the fore. 
We 
have now completed the first sixteen years of 
theatrical review for Sacramento, a period S3 
full of incidents of theatrical interest that the 
full record would make a very large volume. 
To these scarce any reference has been made. 
It must suffice by giving name and date to 
awaken the recollection of all old Califor­ 
nians. For another paper the remaining six­ 
teen years will furnish equally as interesting 
data.

of 
coun- 
“ sel, 
passages 
from 
standard 
books, 
“ explained and applied to the case in con- 
“ troversy. are, under lim itations varying in 
“ some degree in our different Coaita, per- 
“ m itted to be read.” 
I t seems, however, 
th at there is room for another quibble in 
this case. 
I t was not proved during the 
trial th a t the book which the D istrict A t­ 
torney read from was a “ standard w ork.” 
Judge M cKee in his concurring opinion 
faotens on to this omission, and appears 
to base bis concurrence maiDly upon it. 
Judge M cK iostry devotes a great deal of 
space to citations going to show th a t scien­ 
tific works may not be introduced in evi­ 
dence. 
In reading these citations one looks 
in vain, however, for a rational justifica­ 
tion of the rule attem pted M o* established. 
And yet it is som ewhat bonspicuous th at 
such a justification is needed. 
For where­ 
as 
lawyers depend them selves 
for the 
most part upon authority, they are here 
presented as rigorously excluding from the 
Courts the tex t-books which are often alone 
com petent to direct them and the jurors 
they address. 
W hy scientific works should be con­ 
sidered inadm issable as evidence is, in fact, 
a question which requires to be determ ined. 
I t is, however, not the legal way to go to 
the foundation of a rule, no m atter how 
unreasonable it m ay be. 
The legal way is 
to ignore all such considerations, and to 
look solely to precedents. 
If a certain 
practice has ten witnesses in its favor, 
and six against it, it is regarded as estab­ 
lished by the preponderance of precedents, 
and so the process of heaping up in­ 
stances goes on, w ithout auy regard to the 
rationality of the practice itself. 
In this 
case, however, there is evidently no such 
weight of authority on the side taken by 
the Suprem e C oart as to justify it com­ 
pletely. 
The point raised is at m ost a 
doubtful one, 
and it m ight have been 
thought by unsophisticated observers th at 
the C ourt would have hesitated to reverse 
tha judgm ent of the lower tribunal under 
such circum stances. 
To 
the aforesaid 
unsophisticated citizen it sim ply appears 
th a t here i-j a man who has com m itted a 
cruel and horrible m urder. 
He has been 
found guilty upon evidence which had 
nothing to do w ith “ Browne’s Medical 
“ Jurisprudence.” 
I t is not alleged or 
im plied th a t the passages read from th at 
work by the D istrict A ttorney had any 
influence upon the minds of the jury. 
There is no question as to the fact th a t he 
strangled his sister-in-law. 
He himself 
adm its it. 
Y et after this ruffian has lain 
in jail nearly two years, he is granted a 
new trial upon the ground th a t a lawyer 
read som ething from a book which had 
not been shown to be a “ standard” work. 
Such a decision as this is calculated to 
mako plain men despair of justice through 
the established processes of law. 
To those 
who eee clearly, and whose brains and not 
m uddled 
w ith 
trum pery 
hair-splitting 
distinctions, this decision will seem to 
ba a mere e x e r c i E e of judicial pedantry, 
haviDg 
for 
its 
object 
the 
defeat 
of justice. 
To assume th at the due pro­ 
tection of hum an life dem ands such sub­ 
tleties and fripperies of the law is, indeed, to 
insult the popular intelligence. 
The people 
see things in broad masses. 
They¡ see 
th at it requires no form idable preparation 
of legal processes to consum m ate a m u rd er; 
th at homicide is very easy, in fact. 
B ut 
th at the m om ent the m urder is committed 
the law throw s a shield over the assassin 
and th a t all its m achinery is at once set in 
motion to furnish him w ith the means of 
escape from the statutory penalties of his 
crime. 
I t did not take W heeler five 
m inutes to strangle his sister-in-law. 
I t 
has taken nearly two years for the S tate to 
get him convicted, and now all the work 
has to be done over again, w ith the chances 
heavily against a second vindication of the 
statute. 
% 
The press all over the country has for 
years been endeavoring to repress th a t pop­ 
ular im patience w ith 
the tedious and 
uncertain course of the law which more 
and more tends tow ard the em ploym ent of 
mob force to execute justice. 
B ut tfye 
press is paralyzed by judicial decisions 
such as this, for they seem to the average 
intelligence neither more nor less than 
proofs of the untrustw orthiness of the 
Courts, and therefore justifications of the 
barbarous methods whioh are in these day s 
so alarm ingly popular. 
N or 
can even 
those who reflect more carefully than the 
masses, persuade them selves th a t such de­ 
cisions are either necessary or justifiable. 
It is not possible to perceive th a t there 
was in the trial of W heeler any error 
which ought to have vitiated the proceed 
ings. 
The point upon which the Supreme 
C ourt has ordered a new trial m ust be re­ 
garded by every candid person as essen­ 
tially frivolous. 
If an error was com m it­ 
ted (and tl,is Judge M cK inatry by no 
means makea clear) it was so insignificant 
th a t it should not have been recognized. 
I t cannot be pretended th a t th e defendant 
had less than justice in his trial. I t cannot 
be pretended th a t the verdict w ould have 
been other than it wras if the m edical work 
referred to bad not been read at all. 
The 
decision in fact is against reason, against 
public policy, 
dangerous in its im plica­ 
tions, and calculated to bring the Courts 
into contem pt, to encourage lawlessness, 
and to m ake thinking m en despair of 
their institutions.

NOT A 
FLATTERING 
DEMONSTRATION. 


I t is true th a t Fow ler’s anti-railroad 
resolution was lost in the Dem ocratic State 
Convention by a vote of 221 to 195, but it 
is anything b u t creditable to the intelli­ 
gence of the m inority th a t 195 men should 
have been found ready to indorse so essen­ 
tially outrageous a proposition. 
W hat 
Fowler asked 
the 
Convention was to 
pledge the candidates for a judicial office 
to confiscate tw enty per cent, of the earn- 
iDgs of th e railroads. 
There was not a 
man on the floor of the Convention who 
knew w hat the effect of the proposed re­ 
duction would be, or who knew w hether 
it was jnat or unjust. 
Y et 195 representa­ 
tive Dem ocrats announced them selves will, 
mg to vote blindly and in ignorance upon 
this grave question ; avowed their readi­ 
ness to indorse a proposition which for all 
they knew to tho contrary m ight turn out 
to be an act of sheer robbery. 
N or was 
this the measure of their recklessness. 
They were in favor of binding their candi­ 
dates for liailroad Commissioner to a 
plainly dishonest course. 
They desired to 
m ake these candidates promise th at they 
would, if elected, at once out down all 


freights and fares tw enty per cent., w ith­ 
out stopping to inquire w hether such a 
reduction was right or wrong. 
And here 
again the inferiority of the ethics and 
intelligence of the m inority was demon­ 
strated. 
For they could net eee th a t such 
a pledge, if required, could not be of the 
least u tility ; eince from its very char­ 
acter no honorable m an could possibly take 
it, and since consequently the only result 
of adopting such a pledge would be to 
insure the 
nom ination 
of 
demagogues 
and 
rascals. 
A bout 
this 
there 
can 
be no question. 
Those who would accept 
F ow lers resolution as their guide would 
m ost certainly sell out their constituents 
at the first opportunity. 
The adoption of 
the resolution would have excluded from 
candidature for the Railroad Commission- 
erships every honest and self-respecting 
Democrat, and would have throw n open 
the offices to the riff-raff of the party. 
V et the 195 imbeciles who voted for it evi­ 
dently thought th a t in doing so they were 
somehow testifying their fidelity to the 
“ people.” 
If such people were capable 
of profiting by experience, they would 
know that every crazy and dishonest attem pt 
of the Fowler kind has, even when appa­ 
rently most Bucceseful, resulted in m aking 
opportunities for im pudent knaves.

DOM ESTIC. 


The Dem ocratic Convention a t San Jose 
yesterday took seven ballots for Governor, 
and adjourned w ithout m aking a choice. 
H earst led from the first, Stonem an came 
second, and these two gained slowly but 
steadily throughout th e day, their rela­ 
tive positions a t adjournm ent being alm ost 
the same as on the first ballot. 
Johnson, 
Taylor, Berry and A rcher on the othbr 
hand lost. 
T aylor gained during three er 
four ballots, and Johnson seemed once or 
twice to be looming up, b u t the two lead 
ing candidates eventually broke down the 
strength of all the rest, and then pro­ 
ceeded slowly 
to 
absorb th eir 
votes, 
H earst has gained on every ballot thuv-far, 
but not enough to w arrant a prediction as 
to the outcome. 
Stonem an has fluctuated 
som ewhat, but on the later ballots has 
been growing steadily. 
The present indi 
cation is th a t the battle lies between 
H earst and Stonem an, but the strength of 
the other candidates is evidently so in 
tractable th a t it is impossible to say where 
it will go when they, or if they, are w ith­ 
draw n or abandoned, and therefore all 
manner of sudden and surprising changes 
are possible. 


KELLEY 
AND 
THE 
TOBACCO 
TAX. 


Pig-iron Kelley has introduced a bill to 
repeal the 
tobacco tax. 
H e estim ates 
th at its passage will cut down the Internal 
Revenue about $45,000,000. 
The object of 
this legislation is apparent. 
Kelley is de­ 
sirous of reducing the Internal Revenue 
because he wishes to make reduction of 
the tariff im practicable. 
H e thinks that 
if the Internal revenue can be abolished 
altogether, tariff reform will be out of the 
question, and therefore be is anxious to re­ 
lieve snfbkers and chewers from taxation. 
B ut this proposition is not defensible. The 
tobacco ta x is em phatically a tax on a lux­ 
ury, and it is one which does not fail upon 
the consumers w ith any hardship. 
The 
people can well afford to pay the tax, and it 
is as convenient a way of getting revenue 
for the G overnm ent as can be devised. 
B ut the tariff includes three thousand of­ 
fensive, burdensom e and m ost inequitable 
taxes, which ham per industry, cheat the 
consumers, and take from one class w ithout 
consideration to give to another class. W e 
should think th a t even the protectionists 
in Congress would hesitate about passing 
so objectionable a m easure as Kelly has 
introduced. 


NO 
GROUND 
FOR A RESPITE. 


President A rthur was yesterday waited 
upon by a num ber of m edical men and 
others w ith a petition for the respite of 
G uiteau, to the end th a t a Commission may 
examine into his m ental condition. 
The 
President replied th a t he would give the 
papers to the A ttorney-G eneral for exami- 
tion. 
H e w ill hardly venture to comply 
w ith the foolish request of these people, 
we should imagine. 
There is no need for 
any such inquiry. 
G uiteau deserves death 
w hether he is sane or insane, but a jury 
has declared him sane 
and guilty as 
charged, and th a t is all the authority the 
Am erican people w ant for hanging him. 
W e presum e th a t the P resident is wise 
enough to refrain from any action which 
would look like tenderness for the assassin 
of his predecessor. 


PLUCKING 
UP 
COURAGE. 


The English G overnm ent has at last 
assumed courage to state in Parliam ent 
th at it intends to dem and redress for the 
recent outrages upon B ritish subjects in 
E gypt. 
Judging from Mr. G ladstone’s 
usual course we should hardly have been 
surprised had he announced th a t he had 
determ ined to w ithdraw the fleet from 
A lexandria, because he feared th a t its 
presence irritated the E gyptian mob, and 
led it to m urder Europeans. 
For ju st now 
the “ prestige ” of B ritish power is reduced 
to the lowest point it has reached during 
the present century, and it cannot be de­ 
nied th a t M r. Gladstone is responsible 
for this. 


THE 
TARIFF 
QUESTION. 


E d s. R e c o rd- U k io n ; The question of a 
protective tariff is not so deep or intricate 
that it may not be understood by any man of 
average intelligence who will take tRe trouble 
to examine its practical workings. 
Ostensi­ 
bly it is designed to protect the working 
classes against competition with the pauper 
labor of the old world, and one of the princi­ 
pal arguments put forth in its behalf is, that 
if the tariff is taken off, boots, shoes, hats, 
and all other articles of clothing, could be 
manufactured in China, where labor may not 
command more than ten or fifteen cents a 
day, and then brought here and sold at such 
low figures as to render all attem pts at home 
manufacture unprofitable. Now the facts 
are all j tost the other way. 
I t may he true 
that “ labor”’ in a general sense, does not 
command higher wages in China than the 
figures given above, but “ skilled labor ” is by 
no means plentiful in that country, and good 
mechanics get as high wages there as else­ 
where. 
So far from having anythicg to fear 
from that quarter, we are now, and for many 
years have beeD, 
sending goods of this 
character to China and underselling the na­ 
tive product, thus competing with their cheap 
labor upon their own soil. 
The same argu­ 
ment is used by Eastern cotton manufactur­ 
ers, who pretend to fear competition with the 
spinners of Manchester and the weavers of 
LyonB. 
And what has been the result? It 
cannot be shown that it has benefited labor 
in a ringle instance, for the wages of opera­ 
tives in Lowell and Lynn to-day are barely 
sufficient to keep the wolf from the door. 
B ut it has benefited the manufacturera, for it 
has enabled them to perpetrate the most 
barefaced swindles by sending cargo after 
cargo of their goods to the South and West, 
and selling them as imported. 
A case 
of 
this 
kind 
came 
under 
my 
per­ 
sonal .observation some years ago, when 
a Southern 
merchant 
bought 
a 
large 
invoice of “ French calicoes ” in Boston 
which were ultim ately shown fc© have been 
manufactured in Lowell, Mass. 
These cases 
are numerous—the rule, in fact, and not the 
exception. 
In plain English, a protective 
tariff means a system of compelling the poorer 
classes of the U nited States to pay two or 
three prices for the product of their own 
labor. 
I t increases the cost of living, doubles 
and trebles the cost of wearing apparel, but 
dees not increase wages in a corresponding 
ratio, or in any ratio at all. 
On the contrary, 
the tendency of the latter is steadily down­ 
ward, and any candid person can collect facts 
enough in a day’s examination of the subject 
to convince him that the rule is, " the higher 
the tariff the lower the wages.”

Denis T. Driggs has brought suit against 
the Golden z\ge M ill Company to recover 
$0,000 damages for a broken leg, alleged to 
have resulted from the careless sliding of 
a sack of flonr down a chute in front of de­ 
fendant’s works, on B attery street.

IN BAKING 
POW DERS. 


Its Im portance as 
n 
C ulinary A gent. 


[Scientific American. 1 
The recent discoveries in science and chem­ 
istry are fast revolutionizing our daily domes­ 
tic economies. 
Old methods are giving way 
to the light of modern investigation, and the 
habits and methods of our fathers and moth­ 
ers are stepping down and out, to be succeed­ 
ed by the new ideas with marvelous rapidity. 
In no departm ent of science, however, have 
more rapid strides been m ale than in its rela­ 
tions to the preparation and preservation of 
human food. 
Scientists, having discovered 
how to traverse space,.furnish heat, and beat 
time itself, by the application of natural 
forces, and to do a hundred other things pro­ 
motive of the comfort and happiness of hu­ 
man kind, are naturally turning their atten­ 
tion to the development of other agencies and 
powers that shall add to the years during 
which man may enjoy the blessings set before 
him. 
Among the recent discoveries in this direc­ 
tion, none is more im portant than the uses to 
which common ammonia can he properly put 
as a leavening agent, and which indicates 
that this familiar salt is hereafter to perform 
an active part in the preparation of our daily 
food. 
The carbonate of ammonia is an exceed­ 
ingly volatile substance. 
Place a small por­ 
tion of it upon a knife and hold over a flame, 
and it will almost immediately be entirely 
developed into gas aad pass off into the air. 
The gas thus formed is a single composition 
of nitrogen and hydrogen. 
No residue is left 
from the ammonia. 
This gives it its supe­ 
riority as a leavening power over 6oda and 
cream of tartar when used alone, and has in­ 
duced ita use as a supplement to these ar­ 
ticles. 
A small quantity of ammonia in the 
dough is effective in producing bread that 
will be lighter, sweeter and more wholesome 
than that ris3n by any other leavening agent. 
When it is acted upon by the heat of baking 
the leavening gas that raises the dough is 
liberated. 
In this act it uses itself up, as it 
were ; the ammonia is entirely diffused, leav­ 
ing no trace of residuum whatever. 
The 
light, fluffy, flaky appearance, so desirable 
in biscuits, etc., and so sought after by pro­ 
fessional cooks, is said to be imparted to 
them only by the use of this agent. 
The bakers and baking powder manufact­ 
urers producing the finest goods, have been 
quick to avail themselves of this useful dis­ 
covery, and the handsomest a t dbest bread aud 
cake are now largely risen by the aid of am­ 
monia, combined, 
of course, with other 
leavening material. 
Ammonia is one of the best known pro­ 
ducts of the laboratory. 
If, as seems to be 
justly claimed fcr it, the application of its 
properties to the purposes of cooking results 
in giving us lighter aud more wholesome 
bread, biscuit and cake, it will prove a boon 
to dyspeptic hum anity, and will speedily force 
itself into general use in the new field to 
which science has assigned it.

S an J ose, June 22d.—The convention was 
called to order at 9:30, President Boggs pre­ 
siding. 
Lovell, of Santa Clara, said he had been re­ 
quested to place in nomination for Governor 
Lawrence Archer, a gentleman not without 
his history or record.

ready ability sustained the principles of the 
Democratic party.

THE CANDIDATES ON THE PLATFORM. 
The President announced that the candi­ 
dates, according to the resolution, would sub­ 
scribe to the platform before the balloting 
begun. 
Clay W. Taylor was the first introduced, 
and was greeted by a storm of applause.

President Boggs said this was done to 
gratify a little vanity on the part of the can­ 
didates, who desired the ladies to see them. 
A fter reviewing the squad, and when the 
Convention had ceased cheering, the President 
said: “ If this is not a bouquet of beauty, it 
is certainly a galaxy of statesmanship. 
The 
candidates have 
pooled 
their issues and 
agreed to support the nominee of the Con­ 
vention.” 
The Convention then proceed to the roll 
call for Governor. 
A BREEZE OVER THE UNIT RULE. 
The first fight was on the unit rule. 
The vote of Alameda was dast, twenty for 
Stoneman. 
Gibbons rose and said : “ I claim the priv­ 
ilege of voting my own convictions.” 
M cCleverty, Chairm an of the delegation, 
said the delegates had been instructed to vote 
as a unit. 
Gibbons replied that he did not recognizo 
the unit rule. 
The instructions were a farce, 
and the attem pt to make the delegation vote 
solid was a piece of machine bossism. 
“ I 
claim the right to have my vote recorded as I 
cast it. 
I ask it—I demand it.” 
Hirschberg said the Convention in Alameda 
county, by a larpe m ajority, adopted the unit 
rule. 
Cries of “ Call the role.” 
I t was moved as the sense of the Conven­ 
tion that each delegate be allowed to cast his 
vote as he saw proper. 
Hirschberg of Alameda was recognized, 
and resumed his speech. 
He read the reso­ 
lution of the Convention of Alam edainstruct- 
ing the delegates to vete as a unit for the 
choice of the m ajority. 
McGarvey of Mendocino raised the point 
of order th at the Convention had no right to 
interfere With the instructions of Alameda 
county. 
The Chair ruled th at the unit rule had been 
recognized in the Convention, and he would 
decide th at the delegation had the right to 
cast the vote as the m ajority directed. 
Instantly an appeal was taken from the 
Chair. 
Dibble of Nevada spoke of the attem pt of 
ÍKtgan, Cameron and other “ bosses” to en­ 
force the unit rule, but it was broken in that 
party. 
The roll call on the appeal was demanded. 
Dr. Shorb explained hi3 vote, saying that 
he disliked to vote against the Chair, but he 
could not vote to maintain a rule in a Demo­ 
cratic Convention so infernally mean that the 
Republican party had repudiated i t 
This rem ark excited the ire of an Alameda 
delegate, and a side scene looked imminent. 
The Chair announced that the Convention 


had refused to sustain the Chair, 


The vote stood 166 ayes to 286 noes. 
The San Francisco delegation voted 98 noes 
and 8 ayes. 
Scenes of confusion followed. 
The Chair ordered the roll of the Alameda 
delegation. 
More confiuion resulted, and many indig­ 
nant remarks were made by the delegates 
concerning those who came to tbe Convention 
to break pledges and the instructions of the 
people. 
M artin of Alameda explained his vote. 
Referring to the resolution of instruction of 
the Alameda Convention, “ Seventeen of the 
20 delegates,” he said, “ are here to obey the 
will of the people who elected them .”

The delegation voted 19 for Stoneman and 
1 for Berry. 
San Francisco voted 77 fcr H earst, 19 for 
Johnson, 8 for Stoneman, 3 for Taylor, and 2 
for Berry.

Rcsoli'cd, T hat the correct principle which 
should govern the Railroad Commissioner, 
elected under the Constitution of this State, 
in fixing rates of fares and freights to be col­ 
lected by the railroads of this State, is first 
to ascertain the value in cash of the fran­ 
chise, rolling stock, road bed and appurten­ 
ances, and upon such valuation to fix the rate 
of fares and freights; th at nicer paying the 
running expense of the road, to pay to the 
shareholders six per cent, per annum on the 
valuation made aa aforesaid. 
The closing paragraph pledges the nomi­ 
nees for Railroad Commissioners to this 
plan, 
W allace Leach threatened that his people 
wyild not be governed by the decree of the 
Convention on this subject. 
The point of order was raised and sus­ 
tained that only balloting for Governor was 
in order.

THE SITUATION AT MIDNIGHT. 
S a n J o s e , J u n e 221—M idnight.—The fight 
L now fiercer than at any time Bince the first 
car-load of delegates arrived. 
Terrific ef- 
forte are being made to fax things so that a 
choice for Governor can be arrived at on the 


first or second ballot to-morrow morning. 
I t 
is feared that otherwise another whole day 
will be parsed with no advance towards the 
end. 
Rumors are rife of compromises and 
combinations, but nothing definite is known 
outside of the rooms wheie the pooiiDg ar­ 
rangements are supposed to lie going on. 
A half dozen district delegate meetings 
were held early in the evening, but most of 
them adjourned early to give the anxious 
delegates an opportunity to return to the 
streets and join in the general and excited 
discussion and hard work. 
The Second and 
Third Congressional District delegates met to 
nominate Congressmen, but neither did asy 
work. 
There is a feeling that any Congres­ 
sional nomination made at this time might 
affect the gubernatorial fight, and it is not 
likely that any such work will be done until 
the principal battle ii decided. 
The F irst Railroad Commission D istrict 
delegates are the only ones who stuck at 
work. 
They are now voting for a Railroad 
Commissioner in the California Theater, with 
every prospect of an all night session. 
The 
candidates are Geo. J . Carpenter, of E l Do­ 
rado ; W , S. Green, of Colusa ; W illiam M. 
Crutcher, of .Placer, and H . M. Larue, of 
Sacramento. 
Carpenter leads in the fight, 
but the disposition to create deadlocks is con­ 
tagious, and the fight is a hard one. 
The Third Railroad Commission D istrict 
delegates also met, but the anxiety to take a 
hand in the general fight was too strong to 
adm it of any business being done. 
The First Congressional District fight be­ 
tween terral, W allace, Rosecrans, Sumner 
aad Frost, is waxing warm. 
The latter’» 
position ia the fight is merely ornamen’al, 
aa he cuts no m aterial figure here. 
Sumner 
will be satisfied with Congressman at large if 
Ferral takes the First District, and the gen­ 
eral impression here now is that lie will. 
Mr. H earst’s delegates caucused to-night, 
and there are fresh rumors afloat to the effect 
that aa effort haB been made to effect a com­ 
bination in the interest cf their candidate. 
A pretty reliable authority announces that 
Berry will be withdrawn from the fight to­ 
morrow, and it is the prevailing impression 
that the conflict will soon be narrowed down 
to Stoneman and Taylor, with the chances in 
favor of the latter. 
Rumors, too, are rife that another “ dark 
horse” will be trotted out to counteract the 
effect of the stampede in favor of Taylor. 
Johnson’B friends are still pretty confident 
that in the event of a break in the H earst 
ranks—an,event which they confidently pre­ 
dict will take place—a good number of the 
latler’s 
supporters will fly to 
Johnson's 
standard. 
Messrs. Haggin and Tevis are now here in 
the interest of H earst. 
I t is announced that 
they will do all in their power to eecure his 
nomination.

The Lost E scam b ia—N othing Learned of 
th e M issing B oat—C onsular Court o f 
In q u iry. 
S a n F ra n c isc o, June 22d.—The search 
for the missing life-boat containing a portion 
of the crew of the ill-fated steamer Escambia 
has failed, po far, to develop anything that 
would justify the belief that they have not 
found a watery grave. 
The revenue cutter 
Richard Rush returned to port this morning 
about half-past 11 o’clock from her cruise in 
search of any possible survivors of the found­ 
ered steamship. 
She cruised off the mouth 
of the harbor, and then went dawn the coast 
as far as Santa Cruz. 
A careful lookout was 
kept all the while, but no trace of the miss­ 
ing life boat or any of its crew was discov­ 
ered. 
The only remaining chance of their 
survival now is that the schooner »L G. Wall, 
which was noticed on Monday evening cruis­ 
ing near the scene of the disaster, or that 
some other outward-bound coaster which hap­ 
pened in the vicinity at the time, may have 
picked them up. The schooner J , G, W all 
left this port Monday afternoon bound for 
Albion river, Mendocino county, and she is 
due there to-day. 
There being telegraphic 
communication with Albion river, it will be 
promptly known on the vessel’s arrival there 
whether the missiDg raen were picked up or 
not.

Captain Purvis made the followiug state­ 
ment : Loaded all day Friday and Saturday, 
and finished by 3:30 a.

Starred about 5 p. M. on 
Tuesday, after securing hatches, and steamed 
out as far as Fort Point, where I discharged 
the pilot. 
Was going about seven knots after 
leaving the fort, tbe^wind being northwest 
and the vessel’s course being southwest, when 
the speed of the vessel slowed down to one 
half or three-fourths of that speed. 
Several 
heavy seas broke on board, and she went over 
to the port side. 
I had given no orders to 
reduce the speed of the vessel; had received 
no message from the engine-room; my tele­ 
graph still remained at full speed.

tinued to settle down in the water. 
I or­ 
dered the boats out, and before they were 
hardly cleared she went down—foundered. 
The officers all behaved well until the last, 
when there was somewhat of a panic. 
The 
time she went down from the time she went 
over was about a quarter of an hour. -To 
save the crew,witness ordered the boats to be 
got out, and gave out ten life-jackets. 
Had 
four life-buoys on board. 
I t was about 7 
o’clock in the evening when she foundered. 
The panic occurred while getting out the 
boats. 
Did not think anything more could 
have been done to save the crew. 
Thought 
all the life-jackets weie used. 
Ju st before 
tho ship foundered we had a China life-boat 
hanging on the outside, which was lowered 
and swamped alongside with the first and 
second mate aud others of the crew, whom 
witness did not remember, in her. Two other 
boats were lowered, one of which was the one 
which witness got into, and was swamped on 
the beach. 
Saw the other one, a life-boat, 
half full of water, with six men in it and one 
hanging on the side. After the ship went down 
under him witness swam to one of the boats 
and got into it, and after he got into it two 
more men were picked up, making nine in it. 
Tried to reach the life-boat, but could not. 
Remained in ths vicinity trying to reach the 
other boat about at hour and a half—until 
dark. 
The ship was not visible while we re­ 
mained there. 
The life-boat with the six 
men in it was visible drifting ab o u t; shouted 
to them. 
They were about one hundred and 
fifty fathoms away, and tbe wind aad waves 
were so strong that witness’ boat could not 
reach the other. 
The names of four of the 
men in the boat into which witness climbed 
were John George, cook ; George Dark, stew­ 
ard ; Peter Walker, third engineer; Jam es 
Fitzpatrick, fireman. 
The names of the 
other four he did not know. 
After it became 
dark made for the fixed light at the entrance 
to the harbor, but could not reach the shore 
on account of the breakers, and got half full 
of water. 
The men wanted to make for the 
land through the brsakers. 
Witness was 
steering the boat and asked if they should 
remain outside the breakers or try to reach 
the shore. 
They all said to make for shore, 
which they did and were swamped. 
Pilot Rogers, who took the ship to sea, said 
she had an unusual list to port when he took 
charge of her. 
The Captain said it was 
nothing. 
On changing her course, she listed 
to starboard, and be again called the Captain’* 
attention to it. 
He said it didn’t m atter ; 
could see there was a nasty sea outside ; any 
ve-sel losing way on the bar in such a sea, 
falling into a trough and shipping seas, would 
founder. 
The ship had to slow down while 
in the bay. 
The Captain, at my request, in- 
qaired at the engine-room, and reported hot 
journals ; thought then it would be very dan­ 
gerous if Bhe had to slow down while on the 
bar. 
If she had been in ballast only, there 
would have been no danger.

M r. (ireen in & native of J loci tester. New 
Y ork S tate. 
lie was born in 1817. 
hen 
only 1-8 years of age, he began th a t ac­ 
quaintance w ith fishing and fish for which he 
now enjoys a notoriety wide as civilization. 
H is early experim ents were in the taking of 
fish for m arket by the heat m ethods, and 
were m ade in the w aters of Lake O ntario and 
M ichigan. 
A f er tw enty-nine years in the 
business, in the year 18G4, he bought a por­ 
tion of C aledonia creek and began th e artifi­ 
cial propagation of fish. H is first experim ents 
w ere w ith brook trout, and resulted in the 
discovery of th e dry m ethod of the im pregna­ 
tion of spaw n and other processes of lees im ­ 
portance. 
T hree years afterw ards the New 
Kngland F ish Commission induced him to 
attem p t the artificial propagation of shad in 
th e C onnecticut river. 
He succeeded in this, 
though m any had failed. 
W hen, in the year 
1S68, a Fishery Com m ission was appointed in 
N ew Y ork S tate, M r. G reen becam e one of 
th e three Com m issioners. 
H e resigned this 
position in 1*70 and was appointed S uperin­ 
tendent, the office he a t present hold*. E . G. 
Blackford is th a t one of the Commissioners 
now in office who is best known. 
T he Commi-.«ion of N ew Y o rk S tate pro­ 
ject the erection of an im m ense hatching- 
house, and the provision of ponds and nurse 
ries for young fish, on Long Island, w here 
both fresh and salt w ater are procurable in 
«bundance. 
B y the liberality of CoDgraas 
the U n ited S tales m ade an exhibit in the re­ 
cent Fish Exposition held io B erlin, and the 
exhibit was taken to E urope in a vessel ex­ 
pressly constructed for the purpose.
